"Those who are nol permitted lo buy 
copies of the Tribune for the lime being are 
urged to bear Willi m In our etfort to con- 
.scrve newsprint, a mo.st vllal war effort Item. 
Your cooperation unci sympathetic uniicr- 
standlng will be appreciated." 

Every wide-awake dally newspaper is con- 
fronicd with the .same problem. Newsprint 
ralloning quotas arc based Tipon the 1D41 
newsprint consumption ol each paper. The 
government already ha.s ordered drastic re- 
ductions, and on Oct. 1. another 5 per cent 
reduction goes into effect. 

The Times-News, only dally new.spaper in 
the eight counties comprising Magic Valley, 
Is dolng-the best It can under the circum- 
stances. Our readers are fnmlU.ar with 
changes that already have been made to 
conserve print paper.- The comics have been 
reduced In size, the classilied page Is being 
set In smalier type, al! reading matter Is be- 
ing edited more clo.sely, and the paper gen- 
erally takes on the appearance ol being 
what newsmen call "tighter." 

Coupled with newsprint re.'itrlctlons has 
been the problem ot an increased demand 
for dally newspapers. Because ol the interest 
In war news, the combined circulation ol Ihc 
nation's daily newspapers stands at an all- 
. time hlfih. 

While on one hand, the Times-News has^ 
endeavored to save new.sprlnt In every way' 
possible, Its circulation on the other hand 
has increased nearly 10 per cent during the 
iasl year. 

, Although It can give no assurance that It 
will not become necessary to place limita- 
tion.^ on circulation and adyertlslng. tin 
Times-News will continue" to Carry^on, serv 
Ing all the people ol Magic Valley lis long a; 
pcsslblc. ' V; 

We, too, hope that our readefs will have 
a sympathetic understanding of whatever 
sleps we musl take to keep within the bounds 
of wartime requirements.
